Spoiling Ballots Prior to QE{
Election Day

» Absentee voters can request to spoil their absentee
ballot and have another issued, up to three ballots, by
the appropriate request deadlines.

» For a ballot by mail, the voter has until 5 pm the
Thursday before the election to spoil and request
another ballot by mail.

» In-person absentee voters have until the in-person
absentee voting deadline in their clerk’s office to request
another ballot. It could be up until the Sunday before the
election, but depends on the clerk’s voting hours.

» Absentee voters may not spoil their absentee ballot at

. the polling place and vote on Election Day.

Sufficient/Insufficient

Certificate Envelopes

» What constitutes a sufficient certificate envelope?
The envelope is unopened
- The envelope has not been opened and resealed
The voter’s signature appears on the certificate
- The certificate is signed by a witness who is an adult U.S.
citizen and includes the witness’s address
» What is an insufficient certificate envelope?
Envelopes missing the voter signature
- Envelopes missing the witness signature and/or address
- Envelopes that may have been opened and resealed
» What is not considered an insufficient certificate
envelope?
- Envelopes missing the clerk’s initials (note omission on
inspectors’ statement)

Envelopes missing the date of signing next to the voter’s
ignature

- ‘A’ ballots of Military and Temp Overseas voters who have
not returned a sufficient ‘B’ ballot

If the ‘A’ ballot is Insufficient
The voter may repair an insufficient ‘A’ certification on Election
Day
The ‘B’ ballot may be submitted on Election Day or voted at the
polling place

If the ‘A’ ballot is Sufficient
The ‘B’ ballot may be submitted on Election Day or voted at the
polling place

If the ‘B’ ballot is submitted but insufficient, the ‘A’ ballot may be
counted

» Hold the following ballots until after 8 pm (con’t)

- ‘A ballots of Permanent Overseas voters — Insufficient
certificate envelopes
Voters may repair the certificate envelope on Election Day

- ‘B’ ballots — Insufficient certificate envelopes
Voters may repair the certificate envelope on Election Day

Counting Votes
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Breaking a Tiein a
Municipal Contest

» A tie vote in a municipal contest is broken by the
MBOC.
» The tie is broken by a method that results in a

random outcome.
> Flip a coin, draw names out of hat, etc.

> Document procedure
» If all candidates are present, they may draw for
themselves.
» When a municipal referendum
ties, the referendum fails.

I No need to break tie.

Recounts
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Things to Consider...

» There should be no political discussions in the polling
place. Election officials may also not engage in political
discussions outside of the polling place on Election Day.

» If you have strong sentiments about candidates, or if you
disagree with state law or court decisions, your personal
opinions must not be communicated in any way to voters
or to other election inspectors.

» Itis the opinion of the Commission that election
inspectors may not serve at elections where they, their
spouse or immediate family member is a candidate or
where a candidate’s success or failure to win an election
would affect the election inspector financially.
